Hereas the Grand Convention of the Eftates of Fngland, have aſſerted the Peoples 
Right by declaring, That the late King James the Second, having endeavoured to 
Subvert the Conſtitution of the Kingdom, by breaking tbe Original Cont rad between 
King and People: And by advice of Feſuits, and other wicked Perſons, having Vulated the 
Fundamental Laws: Aud having withdrawn bimſelf out of this' Kingdom, has abdicated the Go- 
wvernment, and that the Throne is thereby Vacant. For which Miſ-governwent He has for- 
feiced the Truſt of the Regal Inheritance of the Executive Power, both in Himſelf, and in His 
Heirs, Lineal and Collateral; ſo that the ſame is devolved back to the People, who have alſo 
the Legiſlative Authority; and conſequently may of Right Give and Diſpoſe thereof, by their 
Repreſentatives, for their future Pezce, Benefit, Security, and Government, according to 
their good Will and Pleaſure. And foraſmuch as it is ablolutely Neccflary, that the Govern- 
ment be ſpeedily ſettled on ſure and laſting Foundations, and conſequenely, char ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons be immediatly placed in the Throne, in whom the Nation has moſt reaſon to repoſe an 
entire Confidence: It therefore now lies upon Us to make ſo Judicious a choice, that we may; 
in all Humane Probability, thereby render Our ſelves 2 Hsppy People, and give our Poſterity 
cauſe to rejoyce, when they ſhal Read the Proceedings of this Wiſe and Grand CONV E N- 
TION. Whois it therefore, that has ſo highly Merited, the Love and good Opinion of the 
People? the Honour of Wearing the Crown, and Swaying the Scepter of this Land ? As 
His illuſtrious Highneſs the Priace of Orange, who with fo great Expence, Hazard, Conduct, 
Courage, and Generofity, has happily Reſcued Us from Popery and Slavery; and with ſo much 
Gallantry Reſtored Ils to our ancient Rights, Religion, Laws, Liberties, and Properties 3 for 
which Heroick Action, we can do no leſs,. in Prudence, Honour, and Gratitude, than pray 
Him to Accept Our Crown. : 5 
II. It is better to ſettle the Exerciſe of the Government in One who is not immediat in the 
Line, than in One that is, (1, )Becauſe it is aclear Aſſerting of a Fundamental Right that ma« 
nifeſts the Conſtitution of the Engliſ Government, and covers the Sub jects from Tyranny and Sla- 
very.

IV. The preſent State of Europe in; General, and of theſe Kingdoms in particular; require a 
Vigorous and Maſculine Adminiſtration. To recover what's loſt, reſcue what's in danger, and recti- 
fie what's amiſs , cannot be effected but by a Prince that is conſummate in the Art 
both of Peace and War, Tho' the Prince and Princeſs be King and Queen joyntly, and will 
equally ſhare the Glory of a Crown, and we the Happineſs of their Auſpicious Reign yet 
the wiidom of the Grand Convention is manifeſted, ( 1. ) Is placing the Executive Power in one of them, and 
not in both; for two perſons, equal in Authority, may differ in Oploion, and conſe quently in Command; 
and fr is evident no Man can ſerve two Maflers, (2. ) It's highly neceſſary and prudent, rather to veſt the 
Admlalſtratlon in the Hus band than in the Wife: (.) Becauſe a Man, by Nature, Education and Expert- 
ence , is generally rendered more capable to Govern than the Woman. Therefore, C 2.) the Huzband ougt 
rather to Rule the Wife ,than the Wife the Husband , eſpecially Confidering the Vow in Matrimony. { 3. 
The Prince of Orange is not more proper to Govern as he's Man, and Husband only, bitt as he 1 Man, & Hus-
